Tn 10 years the jet engine, 
pioneered -by Sir Frank Whittle, 
former RAF cadet, has shrunk 
the world. With airliners pos- 
sessing greater speed than our 
wartime fighters, Britain has a 
commanding lead in jets; it. will 
soon start paying off so far as 
commercial flying is concerned. 

TWO YEARS AHEAD 
N? other country in the world 

—cxcept Canada—has pro- 
duced a jet airliner, Our d2 
Havilland Comet hos had _ nearly 
two years of test flying. Several 
of them have now been dull;

BOAC Comet 
Begins To 
Break Records 


; Cairo, May 24. 

Britain's -Comet, the world's 
first’ and fastest Jet airliner, ar- 
rived here today from Lomlon 
after halving the usual flight ~ 
time to Rome. i : 

From Rome the Comet is to 
make experimental. flights to 
Nicosla, Cyprus and to Helrut, 
in. the . Lebanon, exploring 
operating problema ready for 
regular filghts from Britain to 
South Africa, - i 

The Comet flew the 930 miles 
from London to Rome today in 
just over two-hours, half an 
-hour’--- ahead-- of - schedule -- and — 
half the ume taken by. alrliners 
on present time-tables. 

The Comet, which, had not 
set out ‘to break any records, 
averaged 450 miles an hour, 
with 23 people aboard, including 
the crew and technical experts, 

‘At least’ three Cometa have. 
flown and by the end of this 
year or early in 1952 the world's 
first scheduled true jedi air 
service is expected to be ruh- 
ning.—Reuter,
